Mr, Carl Schurz Temporarily Ree 
tires from Journalism. 
Differences of Opinion Beiween Himself and 
i His Associates the Cause—He Declines te 

Talk About Politics.

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, December 11.--The Evening Post 
yesterday announced that Mr. Carl Schurz had 
“permanently dissoived his connection” with it, 
having withdrawn from the editorial department 
some time ago in consequence of serious differ- 
ences of opinion between himself and his asso 
clates concerning the treatment of important 
public questions in the ediforial columns.” Te 
those who know Mr. Schurz, and who have fol- 
lowed the course of the Post of late, the announce 
ment was not a surprise. The effect of Mr. 
Schurz’ withdrawal on the fortunes of the paper 
remains to be seen. When Mr. Henry Villard 
secured control of that journal about two years age 
and placed itin charge of Mr. Schurz ag editor- 


in-chief, with Mr. E. Ie Godkin and Mr. Horace 
White as associate editors, it was 

EXPECTED THAT MI. SCHURZ 
and his able leutenanis would revive the paper 
from the moribund condition into which it had bee 
gun to pak after the death of the venerable WII. 
tam Cullen Bryant. Mr. Schurz became tdenti- 
fied with the press on leaving the University of 
Bonn. Since then be has been a prominent publie 
man botb in Germany and in this country. He 
came to the United States in 182 ana played an 
Important part in the most critical part of our 
history. resigned the post of Minister 10 
Spain to take up arms in defense of his adopted 
country and distinguished himself as a brigadier- 
gener of yolunteers at the second 
battle of Bull Run and at Gettysburg. 
After the war he did geod work as a comm. 
sioner to visit the Southern States and report 
upon the rs of the Freedmen's Bureau. Re- 
turning to his early love in 18865 he acted for two 
years asthe Tribune’s Washington correspond- 
ent, and subsequently was connected for several 
years 

WITH THE PRESS OF ST. LOUIS 
and Detroit. Hlected United States Senator from 
Missouri in 1869, he served in that body six years 
with distinction and became aleader of the Re- 
publican party. lis revolt in 1871 
when he started the “Liberal Republican“ 
movement, which culminated in the nomination 
of Horace Greeley for the Presidency, was enar- 
— 2 of bis independent spirit. His untiring 
services in the campaign of 1876 were recognized 
by his appointment by Hayes us Secretary of the 
Interior. In that position he was surrounded by

Work of Selecting a Jury in the

She said thatthere was no doubt thattwo men 
haa carried the girl out into the yard, She did 
not walk out herself, because the soles of the 
white stockings she wore were unsoiled. Abner 
Bond, the father of the prosecuting witness, told 
of another attempt to enter bis daughter's sieep- 
ing apartment on Sunday morning. tie says she 
beard the dog’s barking, but paid little attention. 
Wen she arose, however. she discovered that a 
slat had been cut out of the window, and tne fresh 
rinnt of a man’s boot was found on the ground be- 
ow. 

Bond says that these attempfs have madethegirl 
very nervous. There was some criticism of the 
action of ex-Gov.

AN EXPLODING LAMP 


On a’Frisco Train Destroys a Number of 
Registered Letters. 

An uncommon accident liappened on board the 
mail car of a San Francisco train last night. The 
train was approaching Marshfield, Mo., and. Mr. 
W. S. Voris, the mail clerk in charge of the car, 
was engaged in sorting out his mail. He had 
placed the registered packages, about 140 in all. 
under a coal oil lamp, but had not distributed them. 


While his attention was engaged with the unreg- 
istered mail the lamp over the registered — 
ages exploded and the burning oil came streaming 
down, ignitjng everything which it touched. Mr. 
Voris managed to extinguish the flames, but not 
before a number of packages and letters had been 
wholly or iu part burnt. Of the 140 packages sey- 
enty-five were only slightly damaged, and their 
contents were uninjured. Eleven packages were 
almost totally destroyed, contents and all, and 
these were turned over to the post- 
master at St. Louis to de distributed. 
The remamtug packages were uninjured. The 
superintendent of the railway mail service at St. 
Louis states it is impussible to estimate the value 
of the packages destrnyed. Only the senders 
Know their contents, and until these are heard 
from tue extent of the damage cannot be ascer- 
tained. The money which was partly destroyed 
can be redeemed at pur at the office of the U. 8. 
Treasury. The loss, whatever it may be, will fail 
on the senders and not upon the Government or 
the mail clerk. as the accident was one which 
cannot properly be chargeable to either the ser- 
vice or Mr. Voris.

THE PEOPLE’S FORUM, 


Where the Readers of the Post-Dispatch 
Get a Hearing. 


Sr. Lours, December 10, 1883. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Newspaper advertising, In extent and impor- 
tance, Keeps equal pace with the increasing power 
of the press. It is now recognized as an indis- 
pensible element in nearly every great business 
and its value in faeilitating the accomplishment 
of an infinite variety of purposes under an infinite 
variety of circumstances, both on the part of 
those who have to dispose and those who desire 
to obtain, is duly appreciated. It therefore seems 
strange that there mould be a class of men so far 
behind the times in which they live as to question 
the right of any to buy space in a repu- 
table newspaper for the purpose of giving infor- 
mation which be is anzious to spread and which 
others are anxious to hear. Whether these men 
are relics of the Dark Ages or the outgrowths of 
some modern delusion I shall not attempt to ex- 
plain. It is enough to know that they are here 
and determined to resist the spirit of progress 
with a stubborn prejudice which so blinds their 
reason that they cannot “see themselves as 


others see them.” 


At the last session: of the Missouri Legislature 
an act was passed to regulate the practice of 
medicine ana surgery, under which the State 
Board uf Health is entrusted with some important 
duties. I understand that the ostensible object 
of this law is to ald in suppressing quackery, to 
elevate the standard of tue medical profession and 
to ostracize the ignorant pretenders who have so 
long disgraced it. But if any person innocently 
supposes that the State Board of Health is work- 
ing for the suppression of quackery, hé is labor- 
ing under a delusion which a lit know ledge 
will speedily dispel. The seven patriotic 

entlemen who compose this Board and who 

ave taken oath to faithfully rform their 
duties as public officials, are not laboring to rid 
the State of incompetent doctors according to the 
spirit of the law, but, contrary to justice and to 
the faithful discharge of their duties, they are 
working in the iuterests of the particular class of 
doctors to which they belong, and against the in- 
terests of another class, irrespective of individual 
qualifications. In deciding whether a doctor 
should be allowed to practice or not they do not 
appear to consider the applicant’s education, skill 
or ability, Dut hinge the Whole matter on à ques- 
tion that does not in any way affect the prot- 
ciency of any person iu the practice of medicine. 
If the doctor uses and pays for legitimate adyer- 
tising space in the newspapers, and thus conducts 
his business on straight-forward business princi- 
— it is immeaiately decided that he should not 
allowed to praetice. if de does not advertise, 
or, if he manages to advertise by some trick or 
scbeme so as to avoid payiug for it, all right. He 
is a good doctor and a professioual gentleman. 
(In the opinion of the Board.) e may think 
that this is an overdrawn statement, but it is the 
simple truth expressed in plain language. No 
matter how bitter these docters may against 
physicians who pay for their advertising like 
other business men, they all advertise in their 
own ways—ways which are often exceedingly 
questionable. All the members of the Board of 
Health are now using. their puabiic positions to 
advertise their private business interests; and to 
prove that the regulations they have adopted are 
not enforced against the favored class it is only 
necessary to refer the reader to one of their 
printed documents, which clearly shows 
that if these regulations were impartially 
enforced the secretary of the Board. who 
compiled the pamphlet, would ~ himself 
be rejected on the ground of ignorance. Accord- 
ing to this official document of the State Board of 
Health, one of the couditions of admission to a 
medical coilege held in good standing” is a 1 
ploma of graduation from a good literary aud 
scientific college er high school. Or, lacking this, 
a thorough examination in the branches of a good 
English education, including mathematics, Eu- 
giish composition, elementary physics, etc.”’ 

On another page (page 19 of the pamphiet re- 
ferred to), the author, in bis instructions on “How 
to proceed under the law” uses the following atro- 
ciously ungrammatical expression: “The Board 
are of opinion that it is its duty to ascgtain,”’ etc. 
He spells proceed p-r-e-c-e-d-e, and makes numer- 
ous other vioiatious of the principles of grammar 
and rhetoric so flagrant that they could not escape 
the criticism of the merest novice in English com- 
position. If this worthy gentleman would work 
as hard to qualify himself for his position as he 
does to pervert the spirit of the law in order to 
prevent doctors from paying for their advertise- 
ments, it would be much to als credit.

The ladies are: Miss Matilda 
Starr, au authoress on her travels, romantic to 
a degree, lady correspoudent for the Glass of 
Fashion Magazine” (Mrs. W. J. Florence); Emma 
Kingsley (Miss Ethel Greybrooke), Mrs. Monro 
Jenuings (Miss Nellie Fitzpatrick), and Stella Per- 
kins (Miss Effie Vaughn).

The 
Ir occupy the stage the greater part of 
he time, and the subordinates enter, speak their 
lines and depart as if fully aware of the fact that 
they are there merely to serve as a background, 
The Governor is aliar of the most maguificent 
proportions, and his stories are so preposterous 
that it is impossibie to believe that even a woman 
as Matilaa Starr would drink them in without 
question.

She has written a number 
of books. In fact, no incident can be mentioned, 
and no subject touched, that the Governor 
has not an experience which serves as a 
arallel to it, and Mrs. Starr has not written a 
K wherein something is said which exactly ap- 
plies.

THE LANDLORD RESPONSIBLE. 


He Should Pay fer Defective Plumbing, Not 
the Tenant. 

“What this city needs is a plumbing reporter,” 
saia Gen. McKinstry, chief of the Inspection ser 
vice of the Water Department. “and some amend- 
ment of the ordinance in relation to the liability 
of iandlerds for water waste. All the ordinances 
now seem to be framed for the benefit of the land- 
lords and against the tenapts. As a business 
proposition it is perfectly plain that the plumbing 
of a house is as much apart ot it as the walls or 
roof, yet the owners have,by common consent, 


ants, estaplished the principle that the tenants 
shail be respousible for the piumbing 
and shall make all repairs at 


their own e se. The ordinance governing 
waste is artfully worded to read: ‘W boever hav- 
ing a water license * * „ shall suffer or per- 
mit unnecessary waste of water therefrom, or 
shall negligently suffer the water to run trom the 
same without being used, shall be deemed gulity 
of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereot, 
be fined not less than five nor more than fift 
dollars, and itis hereby made the duty of all 
licemen to report to the Board any aud all 
eaches of this section of this chapter.“ 

“The landlords shirk theirgresponsibility by re 

ulring the tenants to take Out the water license, 
Vece mes, however, we can get hold of a grasp- 
ingiandlord. There was a case in point on Satur- 
day. W. T. Gay owns the bouses al 2130-38 Frank- 
lin avenue and 814-18 North Twenty-second street, 
twenty-eight families occupying them. A broken 
pipe, which carried a steady waste of water, was 
reported to this deparimeni. We notified 
Mr. were agent Marcus A. Wolf, tw 
repair e „ and were told that 
the tenants must make the repairs. Thereupon 
we sent a man out there who turned the water off 
thus depriving the whole twenty-elgut families of 
water, and Mr. Gay promptiy came to time, and

“Very frequently in the winter time pipes burst 
and cellars are flooded, Short-sighted landlords 
refuse to have the repairs made, and the tenants 
do not deem it their duty to fix up another mau's 
house. What is the.tenant’s remedy?’’ 

It there was a — system of plumbing ſiu- 
spection, which I bold is a necessity from a sank 
tary point of view more than any other, there 
would not be 80 much of this

The board could, however, take action, as itis 
authorized under the law to proceed against either 
owner or tenant. The double provision is neces- 
sary as frequently nuisances are maintained 
of which the owners are guiltless, 
but in a case where a landlord is simply trying to 
bulldoze a tenant into payment for necessary re- 
pairs, the board would send for the landlord. 
This is an interesting question to all occupants of 
rented property, and one that some member of 
the Municipal Assembly will find it will pay to 
look into.

O'Clock Watches. 

“No,” said a prominent Fourth street jeweler 
this morning, we have not sold any 24 o’clock 
watches yet. Indeed, we could not well sell 
them, because we have not any yet.

I was 
going to get up a clock of that Kind to use in 
the window, and probably I will do so yet.” 


“Willit be difficult to change ordinary an time 

so that it will show the new time?” 

“No. Neither difficult nor expensive. You see, 
all that has to be done is to alter the- hour wheel, 
the wheel which runs the hour hand. If you take 
that wheel and put double the number of notches 
in it, it will make but one revolution in twenty- 
four hours, instead of

PECUIAAR SUNSETS. 


The Lerid Bed at Evening in the Western 
Sky. 

Since the 23d of last month the western sky has 
presented a novel and peculiar appearance at sun. 
set and for about two hours thereaiter. The phe- 
nomenon alluded to consists of a peculiar red. 
ness about the horizon and extending upwards 
towards the zenith. The lurid red of the sky 


fades gradually into a soft glow,and dies out 
slowly. Since the first appearance of these at- 
mospneric displays the sunrise has been usually 
accompanied with the same phenomenon. This 


and has been widely observed throughout the 
country. The display bears some reseinbiance to 
an aurora borealis, but it has not the soft, tender 
giow of the well-known “northern lights,” and 
the light does not seem to radiate froma center 
below the horizon, as is usually the case with au- 
roral phenomena, Tue definite pilosophto expla 
nation of these strange sunsets has not yet been 
furnished by scientific ovservers, but it is prob- 
ably due to peculiar atmospheric conditions, lead. 
ing to unusual effects in refracting the rays of the 
sun after its disappearance below the horizon in 
the evening.

VAGARIES OF THE INSANE, 
The Prophet, the Pope, the Queen 
of Light and the Fairy Queen. 


The Insane Asylum Terrib'y Overcrowded—A 
Day With the Incurables, the Epileptics and 
Idiotic—Comfortless Accommodations. 


— 


It has been a known fact for a long time 
that the different charitable institutions 
have been overcrowded, and, with a view of 
ascertaining the number of male and female 
patients now confined in the County Insane 
Asylum, the Post-DiIsPATCH reporter re- 
cently visited the institution, and, although 
the distance is but four miles from the Court 
House, it requtres a deal of patience to make 
the trip. 
sreet cars, and was furnished an extension 
ticket to Tower Grove Station. On reaching 
the terminus of the line he was informed 
that he must walt half an hour for the ex 
tension car. The reporter waited, and on 
reaching the station was informed that he 
must wait a half hour, for the bus had just 
gone. He waited another half hour in a 
room adjoining a beer and billard 
saloon. The bus proved to a 


wagon, a cross oetween a Kiack Maria or 
an old army ambuiance. The moving power 
consisted of two horses. The off one shied 
at every four-footed animal and harmless 
chicken. The n one was an animated 
skeleton, and by united force of the two 
auimais, after two hours’ riding and wait- 
ing, the County Asylum was reached. The 
buliding is not only crowded, but packed. 
There are uncomfortable accommodations 
for 250 patients, but 154 men snd 307 womcn 
are 
HOUSED WITHIN ITS WALLS, 

The rooms are all occupied, and in the dormi- 
tories the beds are piled as high as can be 
reached, and at night are made on the floor, 
with only room for a passage-way for the at- 
tendant in charge. But all the hapless peo- 
ple are not insane. There are old men and 
women and little children, whose friends 
have in some way found homes for them at 
expense of the county and industrious tax- 
— There are epileptics, idiots and fee- 

le-minded persons, and many who are too 
old to be useful to their relatives. In one 
hall, where only ten persons can be accom- 
modated, twenty women and fiiteen children 
are packed. An old woman, who has never 
given the slightest evidence of insanity, qui- 
etiy waits and wearily counts the ears for 
death onty to release her from her un appy 
surroundings. Notone of the fifteen chil- 
dren are insane; some are epileptic, one 18 
idiotic, the remainder are homeless Waifs 
that have been neglected by their parents 
and are now confised with the incurables. 
‘Tne capacity of the hall is so limited that 

BEDS ARE MADE ON THE FLOOR 
in the attendants’ rooms, thus depriving the 
overtaxed ladies of the retirement of ir 
rooms at night. Two frame cottages are 
partiy finished, which will furnish accommo- 
dations for seventy patients, and measures 
are in progress to extend the boiler system 
by which they can be heated and fitted for 
oecupancy. Dr. Stevens, the Superintend- 
ent, will move those who have nearly re- 
covered their reason into the cottages 
as soon as they are completed. The 
number of inmates in the last decade 
has trebled, and if the same ratio continues 
it would seem necessary to increase the size 
of the buildings and the number of cot- 
es. 

The patients spend several hours out of 
doors duriug the day, save in the most iIn- 
clement weather. reat precautions have 
been wade agaiust fire; ail the halls are sup- 
plied with hose, and the head engineer gives 
instructions to the attendants once a month 
in testing the hose, in which the ladies nave 
proved themselves adepts. The halis are 
visited once a day by Dr. Stevens, who 
listens patiently tothe conflicting stories of 
the patients aud ministers to their wauts. 
Dr. Hasse, the assistant physician, makes 
his rounds three times a day, studying and 
noting the different pecuiiarities of the 
patients. 

THE VAGARIES OF THE INSANE 
are very strange. lo the male ward is the 
prophet. His delusion consists in his con- 
viction that he is in constant communication 
with the Almighty, and nearly every day 
sends to Dr. Stevens long letters that he 
claims to have received directly from the 
Supreme Power. He is harmless, but 
hopelessly insane. Captain Lee, the 
former Chief of the Police, is perfectly 
tractable, and occupies his time in writing 
and keeping a diary of his daily life and 
surroundings. A large square and compass, 
fashioned of everlasting flowers and dried 
grasses adorned one side of the room—in 
which he takes great pleasure—a silent re- 
minder of the times passed with his Masonic 
friends. Catholic service only is holden in 
the asylum. At a recent service the officiat- 
ing — „ read à letter from Pope Leo X., 
wher’ male patient rose in his seat and de- 
nounced the Pope as a pretender; that he is 
aud was the first Pope.

ROSA BONHEUR. 
The Famous Animal Painter at 
the Point of Death, 


Her Career as an Artisi—How She Donned 
Boy’s Attire to Study Her Art—A Pen Pict- 
ure of the Artist. 


Pakis, December 11.—Rosa Bonheur is lying 
dangerously ill ät Fontainebleau. Reports are 
that her condition ts very critical and there is no 


hope of recovery. 


child ahe was active, joy- 
ous and impetuous, and detested her studies. A 
strong artistic instinet Was Manifested in her at 
an @arly age, and even when a very young child, 
she displayed a passionate fondness for ali the ob- 
jects of naiure, and her chief delight was in 
rambling about the hills and woods and gathering 
wild flowers. Her father was a painter of merit, 
and was fond of amusing herself in bis stu- 
dio, often drawing crude son the walls and 
making clumsy attempts modeling, but such 
childish sport was not regaraed as eviocing any 
genius; although her father would often say that 
sbe was a child with a career before her. 

In 1829 the father of Rosa Bonhur established 
himseliin Pans, Here Rosa was sent to school 
in her eleventh year. but hated her books as much 
as ever; and seeméd so obstinately opposed to 
the drudgery of getting an education that she was 
finally placed wiih a s@amstress in order that she 
might léarn to make a liviug by her needle. This 
monotonous employment proved to be unbear- 
abie to her, and she was soon taken home. She 
was then sent to a boarding-school and for awhile 
was delighted with her new life; but soon became 
sO unmanageable and rebellious that her 
teachers could do nothing with her and 
again she was taken home. Her father 
was now sorely perplexed what todo with het, 
and fora short time she was left entirely to ber- 
self, and once more she began to atouse herself in 
her father’s studio, drawing and modeling day 
after day with the utmost delight. Now, for the 
first time, her ideas about 

PAINTING AND MODELING 

became coherent, and ber artistic amusemehts 
were guided by some definite aim. She began to 
understand herselfand to discern her real mis- 
sion. The dilatory and aimless child was trans- 
formed into the earnest and determined woman, 
inspired witha passionate love of her art and 
wholly consecrated to its service, Her father 
took her through a course of preparatory study 
and sent ber io the Louvre to copy the 
works of the old masters. In the midst 
of such congenial surroundings, the 
artistic longing within her was stimulated into 
the nublest exercise, and her labors were pursued 
with unwavering zeai. Her application and ardor 
for work were wonderful. The striking fidelity 
of her copies insured for them a speedy sale, and 
her earnings were ot great help to her father in 
supporting his family. On one occasion, when 
she had finished a copy of Les Bergers d' Arcadie, 
at the Louvre, an Eng!ish gentleman, standing by 
her, exciaimed, with enthusiasm, “Your copy, 
mon enfant, is superb, faultiess! Persevere us 
you have begun, and I prephesy that you will de 
a great artist!“ This incident filled her head with 
joyous visions of future success. Iu ber seven- 
teenth year, she was influenced by an accident to 
adopt the particular province of painting in which 
she has achieved such brilliant success and such 
world-wide fame. Happening to make 
a study of a goat, she was 80 
much enchanted with the new atliempt that she 
determined thenceforth to make a speciality of 
the painting of animals. Being too r to pro- 
cure models she would go out into the country on 
foot in search of piciuresgque views and animals 
for sketching. In her eagerness to obtain models 
she would frequent the abattoirs attached to the 
Paris market, where auimals were slaughtered 
and prepared. There, seated on a bundle of hay, 
she would paint from morning till night, and the 
repellant courts and stables of this estabiishment 
proved to be a useful field of observation for ber. 
She afterwards frequented the stables of the 
Veterinary School of Aifort, and the animals and 
museums of the Garden of Pianis, and also went 
to the horse and cattle fairs in the neighborhood 
of Paris. To effect this without annovance 

SHE WOULD DRESS IN MALE ATTIRE 
and passed as a sprigutiy and iugenious boy, and 
in this disguise she wou (he susceptible bearts of 
many of the vil dairy maids. Her studies were 
not coafiued to ihe outward forms of her models. 
She procured anatomical treatises aud piates, with 
casts and models of the human body and studied 
them well. She would also procure legs, shoul- 
ders and heads of animals from the butchers for 
the purposes of minufe and cereful study. 
eit was io ihe Fine Aris Exhibition of 1841 that 
Rosa Benbeur made ner first appearance before 
the Areopagus of Paris and attracted great atten- 
tion by two charming groups of goats, sheep and 
rabbits. From this point her reputation extended 
rapidly, until she became the most popular 
and famous of all the painters of 
aulmals. She has been a favorite with the public 
from her first appearance, Her industry has been 
great, and it is said that her portfollus contaiu 
over « thousand sketches, which sue has relused 
to part with on any terms. She gets orders lor 
painting 

FROM EVERY PART OF THE WORLD, 
but has always reiused such as were not congenial 
to ber talent, thus sacrificing pecublary gain to a 
cousclentious desire todo only the best work of 
which she is capable. Her beautiful studio is one 
of the lest in Paris. A garden atiacbed is laid 
out in fluwer-beds, but the greater art is given 
up to the animals kept by the artist as modeis. 
Friday is her reception day, and she receives 
visitors with frankness, kindness and unaffected 
simplicity. In person she is smail, under middle 
heigut, with a finely formed bead and a 
broad rather than a high fore ead, 
Rosa Bonheur has never married, having re- 
mained single in obedience to an avowed dcter- 
minatiou. Her life bas been a passionate, con- 
scientious, and consisteat consecration to her art, 
and ber many noble works will insure tor her en- 
during fame. Her private character has ever been 
pure and blameless, and she has commanded tue 
admiration and respect of the world.

The Directors’ Meeting To-Night — Dave
